Committees of legislators and of- 
ficials of both states had tentatively 
agreed prior to passage of the bill 
that regulation of trucks and stages 
licensed in one state, but operating 
in the other, was to be provided for 
under a reciprocal agreement to be 
worked out by the license depart- 
ments of the two states 

During the closing minutes of 

the Oregon legislative session, a 
change was made in the bill lim- 
iting reciprocal rights to Washing- 
ton certified carriers to twenty 
miles of Oregon road. As a result, 
trucks from Washington have ac- 
cess to Portland, the Oregon mie- 
tropolis, but Oregon trucks are 
unable to operate to the larger 
cities of Washington without first 
taking out Washington licenses in 
addition to their Oregon permits. 

This has caused considerable com-

$2,037.02. The return on the in- 
vestment is measured by a total 
net annual saving of $6,973.20, 
giving a return of 250°. per year 
on the investment. 

The savings by the use of this 
equipment have been determined by 
the A. C. Nielson Company, engi- 
neers, in collaboration with Don A 
Marvin, the proprietor of this 300- 
car garage 

The garage was laid out on the 
basis that every individual piece of 
equipment should pay a maximum 
return on the money invested By 
buying a six-inch single cylinder 
Curtis compressor somewhat larger 
than what would ordinarily be need- 
ed for tire inflation purposes, 
enough compressed air was provid- 
ed to operate a car washer, three 
lifts, a pressure grease outfit and

PACKARD TO REPORT 
BIG NINE MONTHS’ NET 


Detroit. May 7.—Packard Motor 
Car Company will report for nine 
months ending May 31 record- 
breaking net earnings of around $23,- 
600,000 after all charges, equivalent 
to $7.85 a share earned on 3.004.264 
shares of capital stock, and 32.5 per 
cent. greater than net of $17.803,- 
304. or $5.92 a share, earned in the 
corresponding nine months of the 
preceding fiscal year, according to 
preliminary estimates. 

Estimated net for the current nine 
months’ period also will be 7.8 per 
cent. ahead of profits of $21.885,- 
416 in the full fiscal year ended Au- 
gust 31. 1928. which was the pre- 
vious record year by 38 per cent 

Third quarter (ending May 31) 
earnings are estimated at around 
$8.200.000. or better than $2.70 a 
share. after allowing for complete 
absorption of all rebates to dealers 
in connection with the March 4 
price reduction of $160 on all mod- 
els in the Standard Eight line.
